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Jitney 'Bus 
Regulation. 


Councilman J. B. Mills, of the Sixth ward, has introduced into 
the city council an ordinance v.'hich proposes the regulation of the 
;.itney 'bus and all other passenger-carrying cars operated in Fort 
Vayne for profit. The Mills oi'dinance proposes that the driver of 
a jitney 'bus or similar vehicle be required to first file -with the city 
comptroiler notice that he desires to embark in the business, secure 
a license upon his application recommended by three taxpayers as 
reference, pay a license fee of $10 annually and provide an indemni- 
fying bond of $2,000 supplied by a surety company or signed by 
three approved property owner>! as a guaranty of responsibility for 
accident or damage for which it may be shown the driver is re- 
sponsible. 


Whether it be the Mills ordinance or some other, there is mani- 
fest need for the regulation of the jitney traffic and it should come 
without delay. It has already beon deferred too long. This fact has 
again and again been emphasized by accident in which both passen- 
gers and pedestrians have suffered personal injury through no fault 
of their own and found themselves utterly unable to secure any- 
thing whatever in the way of personal redress beyond the expression 
of profound regret upon the part of the jitney driver. Behind other 
transportation concerns there is the safeguard of responsibility and 
liability for such damage as may be legally established at their doors. 
The public has no such indemnification against the jitney because as 
a rule judgment against it is not an asset upon which there can 
be any financial realization, and this fact alone tends to carelessness 
and to disregard of the ordinary rules of safety. 


Beyond a doubt the jitney h.'s come to stay. It promises to be- 
come a permanent phase of the traiispoii'tation business. It is a con- 
venience to many, but it owes something to the public which it re'eks 
tô serve. It is gaining its livelihood by the use of the public streets. 
It parks its cars upon public property. 
It adds to the dangers of 
street traffic and it is not unreasonable to exact from it some public 
return for tîie privileges it enjoys. 
The proposed license fee is 
neither burdensome nor especially important. 
The essential thing 
is a provision that will provide régulation in the interest of public 
safety that will be rigidly observed because it will be too expençive 
for the jitney driver to flagrantly defy it. AVe believe the careful, 
trustworthy class among the jitney drivers Avill gladly Avelcome 
proper regulation of the craft. It Avill drive from the" ranks those 
whose course has served to arouse public protest and public indigna- 
tion against traffic lawlessness that amounts to ver^^ positive danger. 


News comes from Washington that in all probability Meredith 
Nicholson,.the distinguished Indiana author, will be named by Presi- 
dent Wilson as assistant secretary of war, and Mr. Nicholson has in- 
dicated that he will accept the place if it is tendered hnn. In the 
past, on occasion, Mr. Nicholson's political orthdoxy has been as- 
sailed, but his standing and his ability have never been open to ques- 
tion. 
He is a high grade man, and the administration Avill confer 
honor not cvnly upon Mr. Nicholson and the state of Indiana, if he is 
named, but up\)n itself as well. 


Freparations are rapidly shaping for the campaign to raise a 
fund of $300,000 to provide a Young Men's Christian Association 
building in Fort Wayne, and within a few weeks the whirlwind can- 
vagfil will be inaugurated. Of course you'll desire to help so good a 
cause as this, andnt would be a splendid idea to begin figuring right 
now to make your contribution as liberal as you possibly can.

Instrument Weighing But 
2y2 Pounds to Take Place 
of Old Equipment. 


Washington, April 
12.—^A portable 
telephone, 
made 
of 
aluminum 
and 
weighing 21-2 pounds, the invQjition of 
a forest officer, R. B. Adams, of Mis- 
soula, Montana, will be part of the reg- 
ular equipment of patrolmen 
on 
the 
national forests the coming field sea- 
son. 
Tliis instrument is regarded as a 
great improvement over the set formerly 
used, which weighed ten pounds. 


It is said that, a field man equipped 
with this telephone, a few yards of light 
emergency wire, and a short piece of 
heavy wire to make the ground con- 
nection can cut in anywhere along the 
more than 20,000 miles of forest ser- 
vice telephone lines and get in touch 
with the headquarters of a supervisor or 
district ranger. 
To talk, one end oi" 
the emergency, wire is thrown over tiic 
telephone line, the two ends are con- 
nected to the portable instrument, and 
the 
instrument 
is connected 
to 
the 
ground "v^'ire, the end of which must b? 
thrust into the damp earth or in water. 
Contact M'ith the line wire is made pos- 
sible by removal of the insulation from 
a few inches of the emergency wire. 


The Adams instrument does not rinp 
the bell of the receiving telephone, but 
instead causes a screeching sound from 
a small megaphone-shaped apparatus de- 
scriptively known as a "howler." 
This 
instrument is installed at the ranger 
telephone station and is said to give 
effective notice that some one is on tht 
wire. 
If the field man needs to talk 
with some one elsewhere on the lino, thi- 
ranger station instrument can be usci! 
to ring ui) the person wanted, when the 
ennvor.<ation can be carried on. 


Forest officers say that these portable 
phones are 
especially 
valuable in 
re 
jiorting fires and other emergencies with 
the least possible delay, and also ir. 
keeping the distriçt rangers informcii 
as to the progress'of work going on in 
the field, thus supplementing the reg- 
ular telephone sets installed at lookout 
points, ranger .stations, and at conven- 
ient intervals along forest service roads 
and trails.

Washington, April 12.—Another strong 
argument for getting an American mei- 
chant marine ri^ht away is contained in 
a letter to Chairman Joshua W. Alex- 
ander, of the house committee on mer- 
chant marine and iishenes, from Doctor 
E. E. Pratt, chief of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic comm»irce, department 
of commerce. 
The 
letter, Avhich 
has 
just been made public, calls attention 
to the rapid rise in ocean freight rates 
from American ports. 


The letter is especially interesting to 
farmers since it shows the remarkable 
increase in the ratis of grain, one of 
the principal American exports at this 
time. 
This increase from New York to 
Liverpool in the last two years has been 
about »00 per cent., vhile the iiicrease 
in the rate on ilour has been 500 per 
cent., and the increase 
on 
jirovisions 
only 400 per cent. 
The more rapid in- 
crease on grain is accounted for by tlic 
fact that in ordinary times 
grain Is 
carried at especially low rates because 
of its desirability as ballast 
and be- 
cause it can easily bo taken on ana 
discharged. 


The letter is the most complete ro 
port on the subject of ocean freight 
Vates that has yet been published. 
It 
includes 
detailed 
reports 
from 
the 
bureau's district offices in New York, 
Boston, 
New 
Orleans, 
San Francisco 
and Seattle, as well as data compiled at 
the "bureau in Washington. 
A study oi 
the many tables of rates reveals some 
interesting variations in the rates from 
dill'erent ports. 
w 


In January, 
11» 14, the rate on grain 
from New Y'ork and Boston to Liverpool 
was 4.1 cents per bushel; one year later 
the rate from Now York to Liverpool 
was lS.3 cents and from Boston to Liv- 
erpool 13.2 to 15.2 cents per bushel. In 
January, 19IG, the rate from New Y'or»: 
to Liverpool was 40.6 cents per bushel 
and from Boston to Liverpool it was 
34.5 to 3G.5 cents. 
From these data Ic 
appears that the rate on {¡rain from 
New York to Liverpool, was, in January, 
191G, about ten times as high as in Jan- 
1914, while the rate from Boston 
to Liverpool was only about nijie times 
as great. 
In January of the^ present 
year grain could be shipped from 4 to 6 
cents per bushel less, probably due to 
the lonx delays and high demurrage 
charges resulting from the preqent con- 
gestion at the port of New York. 


The advances in rates from New Or- 
leans to European ports have been fully 
as pronounced as the increases from 
New York to the same ports. 
At both 
New York and New Orleans 'the rate on 
cotton shipments 
Liverpool has been 
increased about 000 per cent, in the past 
two yearsi b,iit it is still far cheaper, as 
far as iihe ocean freight is concerned, to 
ship cotton from New York, in spite 
of its eongested- condition, than from 
New Orleans. 
On January 1, 1916, the 
rate per 100 pounds of cotton was $2.25 
from New York and $3 from New Or- 
leani.

"We had printed last year a record 
card for everj' student entering our 
higli school,' explained Ida May Wilson, 
who is at the head of the vocational de- 
|)artment. 
"This card is filled out by 
the student's eiglith grade teacher, who 
knows the child's home life, neighbor- 
hood influences, his parents' ambition 
for him and his aptitudes and abilities. 
No one but the guide has access to there 
cards. 
Records of interviews are made 
on the backs, 


"We begin our private 
conferenc<'i 
with students in the first year of high 
school because then there is a chance to 
advise as to courses and electives and 
the development of personal qualities. 
' 'HLiast year we had put into the school 
libi-ary books giving excellent summar- 
ies of vocations that high school stu- 
dents are likely to enter. 
These sum- 
maries tell the nature of the work, the 
personal qualities, ability and educa- 
tion necessary, and the average earn- 
ings. After talking with a student, 1 
give him library references to informa- 
tion on his chosen work, or if he is un- 
decided, I refer him to one of the books 
of summary of man.y lines of endeavor. 


"The personal conferences are inval- 
uable. 
They give students the oppor- 
tunity 
to 
confide and ask questions 
about themselves. 
They know that J 
will not quote them and for that reason 
talk quite freely. In these confidential 
talks obvious defects in the way of ad- 
vancem'''nt are pointed out. The student 
with an unpleasant voice, the one who 
is carclcss in dress or over fastidious, 
the boy or girl who has a slinking or a 
swaggering walk and those with variou-'. 
other faults are told of them in 
,r.e 
kiuiili'ist manner. 
Wo try to impfi..<3 
on them that these fa,ults will stand in 
the way in advancing in their work in 
life. 
And I have^found that students 
are uniformly grateful for such help. 


"Another advantage of these confer- 
ences is the light thrown on pressing 
need of assistance to enable the student 
to remain in school. When such a case 
comes up, I make an investigation of 
the home. 
Usually it is a girl who 
needs a place to work Saturdays or 
after school to enable her to 
earn 
enough to stay in school. 
In many 
cases help with clothes will save a girl 
from 
discouragement. 
Only 
teachers- 
know for what slight causes students 
drop out of school. 
We are learning 
how easy it is 
to eliminate many of 
these causes. My department this year 
has provided for 43 girls, wholly or par- 
tiallj^, in clothes." 


Citizens and school supervisors who 
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are watching the results of this voca- 
tional training and coaching are en- 
thusiastically in favor of it. 
They de- 
clare it is one step forward in the edu- 
cational system of the country—some- 
thing that will really help the boys and 
girls in their problems when school days 
end.

Councilman Mills 
Offers

Such Carriers. 


Tlie first nieasure intioduced in the 
city council to control and regulate jit- 
ney biis traffic in Fort Wayne Avas of- 
fered in the city council Tuesday night 
by J. B. MiHs, membçr-4rom the Si.xth 
Avard, Avhose ordinance is based on sim- 
ilar regulations imposed and offered in 
other cities. 
. : 


In brief thé ordinance requires that 
persons, firms and corporations operat- 
ing any motor vehicles for hire or as 
common carriers shall bo required to 
furnish a bond'of $2,000 for each such 
vehicle so operated, Avith approved sure- 
ty company or freehold bond. 
DriA'ers 
must have had at least three months of 
experience in ^the operation of motor 
vehicles, must- furnish 
three 
suitable 
references as to ability and character 
and pay a licensc fee of | 1 0 per year. 


Drivers will be prohibited from smok- 
ing tobacco or "other mixtures" Avhilo 
operating cars and will be required to 
prohibit passengers from riding on fen- 
ders or other exterior parts of cars and 
shall not carry more than one passen- 
ger in the front seat. Provision is made 
for the registration of drivers Avith the 
city comptroller Avhen application 
is 
made for license, showing how long the 
applicant has lived in the city, the li- 
cense number of his car, the seating ca- 
pacity of his car and for AvTiat purpose 
he Avants a license. .There is also pro- 
AÛsion that drivers operating over routes 
designated in an application shall charge 
not more than 5 cents a fare betAveen 
the terminals of any one route. 
A pen- 
alty of not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 is provided for violations of any 
of the provisions of- the ordinance. 


To match the jitney ordinance. Coun- 
cilman Herman A. Korte, of the Ten*h 
Avard, again introduced his ordinance 
requiring tliat no street cars on lineä in 
Fort Wayne shall be in charge of mo- 
torman and conductors Avho have not 
had at least fourteen days of experience 
in such duties unless accompanied by 
motorman and conductor Avith at least 
fourteen days' experience. 
This ordi- 
nance was passed by the council last 
fall immediately folloAving the inaugu- 
ration of the strike of the local street 
car men, but it Avas A'etoed by Mayor 
W. J. Hosey. 


Both measures w-ere referred to the 
committee on rules, regulations and or- 
dinances and there is doubt that either 
AVill make a very early emergence from 
that place of keeping.

In an eloquent and spirited manner, 
Hon. Joseph Scott, a lawyer, of LOB 
Angeles, Cal., delivered his address c-n 
"Pi^triotism vs. Prejudice" to an audi- 
ence at the Palace 
theater 
Tuescliiy 
BA'ening which was estimated at 3,000 
people. 
Every seat in the house waa 
occupied five minutes before the epeaket 
appeared. 


The meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the local Knights of Columbus, 
but men and women of «.11 creeds mad« 
up the äudience. 
The speaker in his 
address made a protest against religious 
intolerance and also upheld thè patriot- 
ism of the Catholic citizens of America 
and other countries. 


On account of serious illness in his 
family Judge Carl Yaple was unable to 
be present and preside at the meeting. 
A letter of regret Avhich he had >€nt to 
Stephen Callahan was read to the audi- 
ence. Judge O. X. Heaton occupied the 
chairman's 
chair 
and 
introduced 
the 
• speaker of the evening. The Bison City 
Four rendered several vocal selections, 
which were highly appreciated by the 
large audience. 


In hii introductory 
address 
Judpje 
Heaton expressed on behalf of himself 
and his listeners words of appreciation 
to the local order of having received an 
invitation to be present at this occa- 
sion. He said that prejudice is foundel 
on the misunderstanding of facts and 
also on the littleness of our OM-n reli- 
gion and that in order to overcome this 
feeling we must have more religion. 


"Patriotism vs. Prejudice." 


Mr. Scott first . took up various in- 
stances of prejudices which he declared 
ha^ been fostered 
by the spreading 
broadcast throughout the country of a 
number of scandalous and utterly false 
accusations against the Catholic church. 
In defense of the Knights of Columbp? 
as the leading Catholic order of laymen. 
Mr. 
Scott 
emphatically 
denied 
Lii<> 
charge that he and his fellow knights 
have ever .subscribed or been asked to 
subscribe to an oath calling for the ex- 
termination 
of 
non-Catholics. 
He 
branded this supposed oath as a fako 
and declareil that more than a million 
copies of the false document had been 
distributed throughout the country. 


The speaker also referred to an insin- 
uation whicli he said had become cur- 
rent in certain quarters."" that Cathoiic 
Women are unchaste. 
He denounced, 
with his voice trembling with anger, 
,-those agitators who 
had made the. 
charge that the relations between Cath 
•olic women and members of the Cath- 
olic clergy might not bear investigation, 
and asserted that such a vile calumnyv' 
would tail to find lodgment in the heari.s 
of any decent American, non-Catholic jr 
Catholic. 


Turning /from his disctission of pre- 
judice.NMr. Scott lauded the patriotism 
of his co-religionists 
ever since th«' 
earliest eras of the country's history. 
He pointed out that long before th'> 
Pilgrims landed at Plymouth Rock, thi- 
first Catholic mass had been offered u'p 
on the slopes of California, near what 
it now Monterey. 
He narrated 
the 
hardships and privations undergone hy 
the early Catholic missionaries and de- 
clared that their purpose surely had not 
been to spread dissensions among the 
Indians, but raise, the hopes, and aim? 
of the aborigines. 


Pointing to the war in Europe, as 
exemplifying the patriotism of Catho- 
lics in every country involved in tlie 
war, he said: 
"Every Catholic in Eur- 
ope is following the flag of his country. 
And let me remind you that, no matter 
what the country is for which he fights, 
his flag is no such flag as ours. 
SoiUi- 
of these European countries have on- 
acted' law.« which have been grossly dis- 
criminating 
against 
Catholics. 
Thercj 
isn't a nation in the world that has 
the record of the T'nited States for re 
Ifgious freedom and tolerance. And vet, 
M'hat has taken place over there? 


"Tlie nuns haS^e come back from exile 
to their native FVance to aid the wound- 
ed and dying. 
Some twenty thousand 
priests are now serving in the French 
army, obedient to the call of a coun- 
try which has in the past heaped cvory 
form of contempt and ignominv upon 
them. 
English Catholics are rallying to 
the British flag, and Catholic prie¿-t.- 
England have become chaplains to the 
regiments that are fighting under tise 
scarlet flag in Flanders. 
Catholic Bi- 
varians by the scores of thousands iire 
^in the armies of the kaiser, in spite of 
the fact that for many years the law.i 
of Germany have curtailed the legiti- 
mate exercises of the Catholic church. 
Perhaps the most heroic figure of tho 
war is the unassuming king of Hel- 
gium, who, like Cardinal Mercier, is first 
of all a 
pious and devoted Catholic. 


"This is the spirit of the American 
• Catholic. 
He knows that his fellow- 
citizens. in spite of their limited oppor- 
tunities to know and understand the 
Catholic faith, are still warm-hearted, 
fair-minded and tolerant by nature, and 
will not be d r i ^ , in spite of unscrupu- 
lous efforts in (hat direction, to an anti- 
/ papal panic. 
For myself, T have .nn 
abidinfir faith in the American people. 
May God bless them all."

More than one hundred membera of 


the Bowser Efficiency club, with a pcore 
or more of invited guests, werie Btirred 
to the highest pitch of enthusiaeioi Tiiifss- 
day evening 
when 
the 
eloquent Fred 
Landis, of Logansport, was'^eiird in a 
finished excorioration of the liquor tral- 
fic in America. 
Again and again the 
speaker was interrupted by A^ociferous 


applause as he drove home his sledge- 
hammer blows against alcohol. 
It was 
the annual banquet of the _club, served 
in the big dining room at the club head- 
quarters, with President D. D. Mungcn 
presiding, and during the dinner hour 
Roembkç's orchestra gave a delightful 
musical program. 


The 
club's 
post-prandial 
program 
was abbreviated in orfler to permit the 
membership to attend the Scott lectur-j 
at the Xfcw Palace theater in a body, 
and President Mungen brushed away the 
usual preliminaries 
after the splendid 
menu had been di.sposetf of, following an 
invocation by Rev. James A. Xipper. 55. 
F. Bowser spoke a few brief words (^f 
congratulation 
to the 
club 
upon it.^ 
membership and the work it was doing, 
and President Mungen voiced the club'^ 
welcome to its guests as he presented 
Mr. Landis as the speaker of the occa- 
sion. 


Mr. Landis is Heard. 


The eloquent Logansport lawyer was 
given an ovation as he arose to speak. 
In a preliminary word he referred to tlu* 
siRuificancy of efficiency and declared it 
was the one element tîiat was now char- 
acterizing every avenue of 
American 
life. 
Efficiency 
signified among other 
things, 
he said, 
preparèdness, and he 
voiced"tlie belief 
that 
all 
Americans 
were for the sort of preparedness in rt 
military way that woufd forever pre- 
vent the setting of a hostile foot upon 
American territory 
anywhere at 
any 
time. 


Launching into his subject, announced 
as "!Mr. -Tohn Barleycorn," Mr. L.andis 
explained that he was a comparatively 
recent recruit to the cause of thé aboli- 
tion of the liquor,traffic in America. He 
had been led into the crusade, he said, 
by noting what it was doing for the 
manhood and the womanhood.of Amer- 
ica; by the findings of science and tlio 
nmturer judgment of an age that ie 
coming into a. better realization ,of the 
economics 
of 
existence. 
One 
doc.«n't 
need to be a religious man—not even a 
moral man, he said, to be,opposed to 
alcohol. 
He need only to be mentally 
above the idiot to grasp the vital truth 
that alcohol is never a builder, but al- 
ways a destroyer. 


Landis cited extensively the beni- 
ficent efl'ccts of prohibition 
at 
many 
spceifis points where it had been en- 
forced. He cited growing antagonism of 
business to the>iiqiior traffic. "The man 
who drinks," he said, "cannot now get 
a responsible job anywhere; he cannot 
be a railroad man, a good mechanic, a 
successful merchant, a professional man 
or an executive, and he cannot even get 
a iob as bartender in the better class 
of saloons today. 
The one remainins 
avenue open to even the moderate drink- 
er is that of statesman, and happily 
the people are beginning to oust the 
drinker from public office." 


Owe Saloon Man Apology. 


Jlr. Landis had no word of reproach 
for the saloonkeeper, and declared his 
belief that .most of the men engaged in 
the traflSc would get out of .it if they 
could comprehend 
the evil "the traffic 
was doing. '.'We oAve the saloon man an 
apology," he declared, '"for leaving open 
to him such an iniquitous calling." 


He icted the deleterious effects of al- 
cohol upon the human body and upon 
the descendants of those who u-se it, and 
declared we need to learn some common 
sense from the lower animals, none of

The liquor traffic was denounced aa 
allied with bad government everywhere, 
and he recalled that thirty years ago 
while a student in a Logansport law of- 
fice a representative of the liquor deal- 
ers came to retain the legal services of 
Ins preceptor by the year to defend the, 
liquor men in their infractions of law— 
rtiducing the defiancé of law to a definite, 
economic program.

It will probably never be satis- 
factorily proved who first invented 
gunpowder; there really is not suf- 
ficient solid evidence on which to 
pin down its invention to one man, 
. just as it is still a debatable point 
which nation 
first 
used it. One 
thing, 
however, 
is 
indisputable, 
and that is that until a comparative- 
ly few years 
ago gunpowder was 
the only propelling agent in use for 
arms of all 
kinds. 
Various—one 
might 
say« 
numerous—inventors 
tried to add other ingredients 
to 
gunpowder, but for long no subfjti- 
tute which gave satisfaction from 
any point of view could be found. ' 


A considerable impetus to the de- 
velopment of explosives was given 
by the invention of the so-called ni- 
tro compounds. 
Probably the pio- 
neer in this direction was Bracoonot 
of Nancy, who in 1832 discovered 
that starch, woody fiber and similar 
substances could be converted into 
highly combustible bodies by the 
action of concentrated nitric acid; 
a few years later Pelouze extended 
this discovery to cotton and other 
organic . substances. 
But no prac- 
tical result followed these discov- 
eries until in 1845, a German chem- 
ist named 
Schonbein, 
having hit 
upon a better method of treating 
cotton 
with nitric 
and sulphuric 
acids, announced the discovery of 
gun cotton, which he proposed "as a 
substitute 
for 
gunpowder. 
He 
claimed for it that the advantage it 
had over gunpowder was that it 
burned without leaving anjr residue, 
and conseuuently without smoke.

Cordite Is much more powerful. 
than gun cotton, and is composed of 
jaitroglycerin, gun cotton and vas- 
eline, which are dissolved^by so 
many parts of acetone. These are 
mixed together unttr they form a 
soft, puttylike 
paste. It is then 
forced, through 
holes in a metal 
plate and emerges in -long strings, 
whence its name "cordite" comes. 


A smokeless powder, cordite is 
commonly used in firing big guna, 
How the huge shells, weighing In 
some cases nearly a ton. are thrown 
distances varying, from seven to 
twenty odd miles Is one of the. 
marvels of modern munitions. ^ The. 
shell, which is filled with a high ex- 
plosive. is loaded into the gunf and 
behind it is placed a big charge of 
cordite. - The' b^ech of the gun is 
then locked,: the cordite is eiplod- 


ed, and the power generated by the 
explosion 
thrusts 
the shell forth 
from the gun at terrific speed to its 
mark. The shell itself is filled with 
lyddite—so called because it was 
first tested at Lydd, a little place in 
Kent, England. 


If the names of Nobel and dyna- 
mite are' nflt synonymous terms, 
they certainly ought to be, for we 
seldom speak of the .one without 
suggesting the other. 
It was the 
great Swedish inventor who took 
the first practical step toward the 
dynamite of the present day and 
gave it the name by which it is ev- 
erywhere known. Mr. Nobel discov- 
ered that by mixing nitroglycerin 
with-a certain kind of earth called 
kieselguhr he could make a solid 
substance which possessed terrible 
explosive power? and 
which was 
yet quite áSfe to handle. He called 
his discovery dynamite. 


In spite of all that has been said 
and written to tl^e contrary, many 
people still have the idea that dyna- 
mite 
is 
exceedingly' 
dangerous 
stuff to take any liberties with, and 
that 
it will 
explode at the least 
shock. This is a mistake. Nothing 
less than a tremendous shock will 
make dynamite explode, and this 
shock is obtained by exploding a 
mixture of nilric acid, mercury and " 
alcohol, which in turn explodes the 
dynamite. 


Fulminate of mercury is the name 
of this mixture, and by its aid many 
of the high-powered explosives are 
detonated. The wet gun cotton in 
the warhead of the torpedo Is ex- 
ploded by a little of this fulminate, 
which goes off upon striking liny- 
thipg that the nose of the torpedo ^ 
happens to hit 
When , fulminate 
goes off it develops a tremendous 
heat and exerts a terrifflc pressure. 
If it is placed in the middle of a 
quantity of gun cotton it is this 
great heat which 
makes the gun 
cotton instaútly explode. It acta 
with' djrnamite in precisely the same 
fashion. 


One man gave up his life in the 
search for a new .explosive a' few 
years ago. Hè was a^cientist nam- 
ed Wartenberger. He had spent 
years of his life in the midst of aw- 
ful perils in search of a new explo- - < 
sive. He found one at last which. V 
* the experiments of the United States 
government experts satisfied them, 
was even more powerful than dyna- ' 
mite. 
The 
government offered 
Wartenberger $1,000,000 for his. in- 
vention. providing he could perfect 
a method of firing the feiu-ful ati^ 
by means of electricity instead* of a 
fuse. While he was engaged in 
these experiments an explosion oc- 
curred which killed the unfortunata 
inventor.

After spending an hour _ and a half, 
Tuesday niglit, passing the buck among 
themselves and to the board of works, 
the members of the city council cast 
away all connection with the garbage 
plant muddle that has been a vexed 
issue since last August and threw it 
back upon the board to deal with as 
that epcutive body may think fit. 


The session Tuesday evening was the 
most contentious since the present coun- 
cil was seated more than two years ago 
and there were some sharp passages be- 
tween members. 


Heat was engendered rapidly after 
the council listened to the reading of a 
communication from the board of works 
explaining that investigation of the pro- 
posed garbage plant site on the - city 
dump had been found to present nimicr- 
ous and costl.y disadvantages, asking tor 
a 
reconsideration 
of the agreement 
reached between the council commit- 
tees and the board of works and urging 
that the board be authorized to again 
choose the No. 2 waterworks pumping 
station as a site. 
The commtmication 
set out that it would cost the city many 
thousands of dollars additional to place 
the plant on^the dump, besides entailing 
other disadvantages and losses. 


The Trouble Begins. 


Councilman Peter A. Deitschcl, of 
the Ninth ward, who led the 
fight 
against the No. 2 station site, promptly 
opened the trouble. He strenuously ol)- 
jected to reopening the issue after it 
had been settled. "Why should we open 
up this mess again?"* he wanted to bo 
told. 
"The board left the choice of a 
site to the council and the council agreed 
upon one. The board promised to abide 
by our decision. Are the.v not men of 
their word? 
We took them at their 
word." 


Councilman-at-Large 
G. A. 
Rogge 
moved that the communication be re- 
ceived and made a matter of reco d. 
Councilman Herman A. Korte, of the 
Tenth ward, wanted the council's re- 
quest complied with. 
Councilman Iv B. 
Smith took a similar stand, but declared 
iigain.=t the No. 2 site. 
City Attornev 
Guy Coleriek then took the floor and at 
length explained why the board was 
rchictant to place the plant on the 
dump. 
Practically the whole council 
was in agreement that the board's posi- 
tion was sound, viewed from practical 
.standpoints. 


Councilman Smitli was again heard, 
demanding that the board be given a 
free hand in every respect save to put 
that plant at the No. 2 station. 
He 
was against that indubitably. 


Head-Cracking Begins. 
Councilman Korte once more 
arose 
and spoke a little piece that was notable 
for candor. 


"The whole trotiblc about this mat- 
ter has been caused by one man. He 
has caused it all. He wanted his own 
way and here we are still fighting about 
it since last summer. 
Mr. Bayer, the 
president of mir coimcil is to blame for 
the mess we are in. I would like to 
have our president call the vice presi- 
dent to the chair and take the floor ana 
explain what ho wants us to do next." 


"When I get ready to take dictations 
from the gentleman from the Tenth 
ward I will let him know, but I'm not 
ready yet,' was all the rejoinder Presi- 
dent Baver made to the challenge.

fying bond, of $2,000 supplied l>y a surety company or signed by 
three "approved property owners as a guaranty of responsibility for 
. accident or damage for which it may be shown the driver is re- 
sponsible. . 


Whether it be the Mills ordinance or some other, there is mani- 


fest'need for the regulation of the jitney traffic and it should come 
without delay. It has already been deferred too long. This fact, has 
again and' again been emphasized by accident in which both passen- 
gers' and pedestrians have suffered personal injury through no fault 


t of jthcir' own and found themselves utterly unable to secure any- 


thing whatever in the way of personal redress beyond the expression 
uf profound regret upon the part of the jitney driver.

Montana, will tx part of the reg 
ular equipment of patrolmen on th 
national forests the coming field *ta 
son. This instrument is regarded as 
great improvement over the set formerl 
used, which weighed ten pounds. 


It is said that a. field man equipped] 


with this Ulephone, a few yards of light 
emergency wire, and a short piece of 
heavy wire to make the ground con- 
nection can cut in anywhere along the 
more than 20,000 miles of forest ser- 
vice telephone Hues and get in touch 
with tho headquarters of a supervisor or 
district ranger. To talk, one end 
01 


the emergency wire is thrown over tiie 
telephone line, the two ends are con- 
nected to the portable instrument, and 
the instrument 
is connected to the 


ttround wire, the end of which.must b'J 
thrust into the damp earth or in water.

Such Carriers. 


To match the jitney ordinance, Coun- 


cilman Herman A. Korte, of the Tcirh 
ward, again introduced his ordinance 
requiring that no slrcet cars on lines in 
Fort Wayne shall be in charge of md- 
tormun and conductors who have not 
had at Icnst fourteen dnySjOf experience 
in such duties unless accompanied bv 
motorman and contluctor with at leiis't 
fourteen days' experience. 
This ordi- 


nanco- was passed by the council last 
fall immediately following the inaugu- 
ration of the slrike of the local street 
car men, bul U was vetoed by Mayor 
W. ,T. Hoscy. 


Both measures were referred to the 


committee on rules, regulations and or- 
dinances and. there is doubt that cither 
will make a very early emergence from 
that placo of keeping. 


The first measure introduced in' the 


cily council to control and regulate jit- 
ney bus traffic in Fort Wayne was of- 
fered in the cily council Tuesday night 
by J. B. !Mills, member from the Sixth 
ward, whose ordinance is based on sim- 
ilar regulations imposed and offered in 


In brief the ordinance requires that 


persons, fiyns and corporations operat- 
ing any motor vehicles for hire or as 
common carriers shall he required' to 
furnish a bond of $2,000 for each such 
vehicle so operated, with approved sure- 
ty company or freehold bond. 
Drivers 


must have had at least three months of 
experience in the operation of motor 
vehicles, must furnish three suitable 
references as to ability and character 
and pay a license fee of $10 per year. 


Drivers will be prohibited from smok- 


ing tobacco or "other mixtures" whilu 
operating cars and will be required lo 
prohibit passengers from riding on fen- 
ders or other-exterior parts of cars and 
shall not' carry more than one passen- 
ger in the front seat. Provision is made 
for the rcgislralion of drivers with, the 
city comptroller when 
application 
is 


made for license, showing how long the 
applicant has lived- in the city, the li- 
cense number of his car, the seating ca- 
pacity of his car and for wTiat purpose 
he wants a license. There is also pro- 
vision that drivers operating over roulqs 
designated in an application shall charge 
not more than 5 cents a fare between 
the terminals of any one route. A pen- 
alty of not less than $25 nor more than 


100 is provided for-violations of any 
f the provisions of the ordinance.

substances could be converted into 
highly combustible bodies by the 
action of concentrated nitric acid; 
a few years later Pelouze extended 
this discovery to cotton and other 
organic substances. 
But no prac- 


' tical result followed these discov- 


eries until in 1S45, a German chem- 
ist named 
Schonbein, having hit 


upon a better method of treating 
cotton 
with nitric 
and sulphuric 


acids, announced the discovery of 
gun cotton, which he proposed as a 
substitute 
for 
gunpowder. 
He 


claimed for it that the advantage it 
had over gunpowder was that it 
burned without leaving any residue, 
and conseuuenlly without smoke.

than gun cotton, and is composed of 
nitroglycerin, gun cotton and vas- 
eline, which are 
dissolved by so 


many parts of acetone. These are 
mixed together until they form a 
soft, 
puttylike 
paste. 
It is then 


forced 
through 
holes in a metal 


plate and emerges in long strings, 
whence its name "cordite" comes. 


A smokeless 
powder, cordite is 


commonly used in firing big guns. 
How the huge shells, weighing in 
some cases nearly a ton, are thrown 
distances varying from 
seven to 


twenty 
odd miles is one o£ the 


marvels of modern munitions. The 
shell, which is filled with a high ex- 
plosive, is loaded into the gun. aud 
behind it is placed a big charge of 
cordite. The breech ot tho gun is 
then locked, the cordite is explod- 


ed, and the power generated by the 
explosion thrusts the shell forth 
from tho gun at terrific speed to its 
mark. The shell itself is filled with 
lyddite—so 
called because it was ' 


first tested at Lydd, a little place in 
Kent, England. 


If the names of Nobel and dyna- 


mite are not 
synonymous terms 


they certainly ought to be, for we 
seldom speak of the 
one without 


suggesting the other. 
It was the 


great Swedish . inventor who took 
the first practical step toward the 
dynamite of the present day and ' 
gave it the name by which it is ev- 
erywhere known. Mr. Nobel discov- 
ered that by mixing nitroglycerin 
with a certain kind of earth called 
kiesclguhr he could make a solid 
substance which possessed terrible 
explosive powers and which was 
yet quite safe to handle. He calhd 
his discovery dynamite. 


In spite of all that has been sai\ 


aud written to the contrary, man), 
people still have the idea that drnaA 
mite 
is 
exceedingly 
dangerous 


stuff to take any liberties with, aud 
that it will 
explode at the least! 


shock. This is a mistake. NothingA 
less than a tremendous shock \vill 
make dynamite explode, and this 
shock is obtained by exploding a 
mixture of nitric acid, mercury and 
alcohol, which in turn explodes the 
dynamite. 


Fulminate o£ mercury is thonama 


of this mixture, and by its aid many 
o£ the high-iiov.-ered explosives are 
detonated. The wet gun cotton in 
•the warhead o£ the torpedo is ex- 
ploded by a little of this fulminate, 
which goes off upon striking any- 
thing that the nose of the torpedo 
happens to hit. When 
fulminate 


goes 
off it develops a tremendous 


heat and exerts a terriffic pressure. 
If it is placed in the middle of a 
quantity of gun cotton it is this 
great heat which .makes the gun 
cotton instantly explode. It acts 
with dynamite in precisely tho same, 
fashion. 


One man gave up his life in the 


search for a new explosive a tew 
years ago. He was a scientist, nam- 
ed Wartenberger. 
Ho had 
spenl 


years of his life in the midst of aw- 
ful perils in search ol a new explo- 
sive. He found one at last which 
the experiments oC the United States 
government experts satisfied them 
wa»cven more powerful than dyna-' 
mite. 
Tho 
government 
offered 


Wartenberger $1.000,000 for his in- 
vention, providing he could perfect 
a method of firing the fearful stuff 
by means ot electricity instead of a 
fuse. While he was engaged in 
these experiments an explosion oc- 
curred which killed the unfortunatt 
inventor.
